Dec. I —It is the expect­ 
ation of the authorities th at tile treaty 
for the partition of Samoa will be signed 
at the state departm ent at once. 
Lord Pauncefote aud Herr Von Holle- 
ben, the British and German am bassa­ 
dors, have presented their replies to the 
suggestions made by Secretary Hay and 
with an agreem ent reached on the sev­ 
eral points in dispute, only the signa­ 
tures of the representatives of the three 
governments are necessary to bind them 
to ending the condo mi nm 
Before the treaty is an accomplished 
fact, it would necessitate, of course, to 
obtain its ratification by the United 
S tatal senate, and although the adm in­ 
istration expects to obtain ratification. 
it is preparing for a fight with the sen 
ators opposed to expansion headed by 
Senator Hoar. 
The treaty to be signed by Secretary 
Hay for the United Sfcate3,Lord 1’aunce- 
fote for G reat Britain and Herr Von 
Holleben for Germany, will be in tripli­ 
cate. 
It will provide for the abrogation 
of the treaty of Berlin under which 
Samoan is governed at present, for the 
renunciation by G reat 
Britain 
and 
G erm any of all rights and claims to the 
islands of Tutuila, Ofoo and Manna, 
eastw ard of the seventy-first degree of 
longitude. 
Sim ilarly the United States 
relinquishes all rights and claims to the 
islands of Savaii and Upolu and others 
west of the seventy-first degree of longi 
tude. which are ceded to Germany.

Free trade is authorized under anoth­ 
er provision which the three powers 
shall continue to enjoy for commercia!

to them.

Midel. under a pretext, secured Ca’- 
ixto’s presence in T etuan where the 
mayor's guards wera stationed. 
T ie 
latter fired a volley, killing Calixto in­ 
stantly. 
Midel at once repaired to the 
Castine and arranged w ith Commander 
Very for the occupation of Zainboaugs. 
Comm ander Very asked th a t 
Datto 
Mandi, w ith 500 of his followers, sta­ 
tioned on a neighboring island come to 
Zamboanga. 
The following m orning Midel raised 
the American hag over Zamboanga, the 
insurgents offering no resistance and 
evacuating the town. 
The Castine was 
saluted w ith ai guns, and Commander 
Very landed IOO blue jackets and took 
' possession of the town and fortifications. 
D atto M andi’s men arrived in the after­ 
noon. 
They were arm ed w ith wooden 
•bields and swords and were used on 
picket duty. 
Commander Very dispatched the gun­ 
boat Manila on Nov. 15 to Jolo to con­ 
rey troops to reinforce him. 
A compa­ 
ny of the Tw enty-third regim ent under 
Captain Nichols arrived on Nov IT and 
two more 
companies followed them 
■hortly. 
M andi’s followers then retu rn ­ 
ed home. 
Alvarez sought to arrange for a sur­ 
render of the arm s and artillery pieces. 
On the afternoon of Nov. 2 0 Midel call­ 
ed a m eeting of the local chiefs who 
form ally deposed A lvarez as leader of 
the revolutionists in the island and 
elected Midel president of the new insu­ 
lar governm ent established under Ame - 
ican 
sovereignty 
and control. 
The 
chiefs form ally requested Commander 
Very to g ran t exemption from taxes un­ 
til the reestablishm ent of commercial 
relations, permission to carry arm s in 
the m ountains, religious freedom and 
the power to conduct local governm ents 
as they had previously done, which re­ 
quests, pending the arrival of General 
Bates, the m ilitary governor of the dis­ 
trict, the commander granted. 
Commander Very then effected an ap­ 
parent reconciliation between A lvarez 
and Midel and their followers, Alvarez 
signing a form al resignation of the posi­ 
tion of revolutionary leader on Nov 2 2 
at a point on the coast near the rebel 
town of Mercedes. 
A lvarez delivered 
J5 N ordenfeldts and Maxims with am ­ 
munition, which were stored on board 
the Castine. 
E ight Nordenfeldts and 
Maxims were delivered to the arm y in 
Zamboanga as were also over 2 U0 rifles 
and am m unition. 
The artillery came 
into possession of the 
revolutionists 
from six Spanish gunboats bought by 
the arm y from Spain which the revolu­ 
tionists looted 
lief ore the Americans 
could get possession. 
Alvarez has omy 
a dozen followers left, the rem ainder of 
the revolutionists having scattered and 
returned to their occupations. No fight­ 
ing is expected. 
Comm ander Very having started to 
occupy Zamboanga, he is considered to 
have handled the situation in its many 
phases w ith energy and diplom atic skilL

F ort Scott, Kan., Dec. I. — A t a re­ 
m arkable indignation dem onstration at 
Pittsburg, Kau., in the heart of the 
Kansas coal fields, the striking miners 
Thursday burned in effigy Judge W il­ 
liams of the Federal court of Arkansas, 
who sentenced John P. Reese, a mein lier 
of the national executive board of the 
U nited Mine W orkers of America, to 
three m onths in jail for contem pt by 
violating a strike order. 
They also de­ 
cided on a strike which is to continue 
until Reese is set free. 
The strikers were joined in the dem 
castration by the miners of the union 
mines. 
They marched 
through the 
town shouting epithets of derision and 
protests against the court. 
There were 
banners 
bearing violent 
inscriptions 
and many cartoons ou canvas in the pa­ 
rade. 
An immense crayon portrait of 
Judge W illiams was carried ju st ahead 
of a rough box coffin, bearing his name. 
The coffin was carried by six strikers. 
The procession stopped on one of the 
downtown streets and then burned the 
portrait and coffin amid wild protests 
against Federal courts. 
The news of the incident gave consid­ 
erable satisfaction to Reese, who is in 
jail here. 
Among the many telegram s 
he is receiving daily from labor leaders 
in all parts of the country, one was 
from Supreme Court Reporter G. C. 
Clemens of Kansas City. Clemens said: 
“Congratulations. 
When slavery is en­ 
throned upon the bench liberty's place 
of honor is in the prisoner’s dock. ”
